WASHINGTON,

27.—Secretary 
Bayard leavc3 Wfshingtou at noon to- 
day for a short vacation. 
He goes lirst

Capt. J. W. Dittemore, of In 
dianapolis, has bought the farm adjoin 
ing town on the west, paying $100 per 
acre and is going to sink a well, expect 
ing to etrike oil, which is thought to be 
plentiful in that part of town. 
The well 
is a very paying one, or promises to bo 
so. 
The pressure is very strong. 
The 
comi)any, Messrs. Bell and Worthing- 
ton are at the head, are laying pipes 
and will soon be prepared to supply the 
village with gas for both light and fuel 
They are now arranging to bore a second 
well.

The r isembly .'then sent 
the colored delegate and a white brother 
to Richmond to secure board for the cu- 
tiré delegation among the colored fam- 
ilies iu that city, 
No member of tj^c 
forty-nine will l)oard in the city, except 
with a colored family.

Many food frauds, such as chicory 
coffbe or watered milk, although they

found twelve per cent, or one-eighth of

PnoF. I s a a c L a n c a s t e r has presented 
to tho American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science an account of a 
discovery about flying that ho has made. 
The learned gentlemen of that body 
consider it a wonderfid achievement, 
so there must be something in it. They 
have offered a prize of $50 for the best 
paper on tho subject next year. 
Prof. 
Lancaster has devoted hLs attention to 
the floating or soaring of birds. 
He ob- 
served that a largo bird Avill move for- 
ward and remain a-wing for hours and 
hours without a wingle flap or motion. 
He thought that if he could got tho 
secret of it then any substance shaped 
like a bird's wing, and no heavier pro- 
Ijortionately than that, could do tho 
same. 
Ho studied birds carefully for 
months, covering himself with green 
and brown cotton cloth tg disguise him- 
self as a pine tree. 
The artificial soar- 
ing wing he foiuul must have the under 
surface rc^ugh to iinjtion from rear to 
front, and smooth from front to rear. 
It must have tlie front Icdgo on tho 
undtir side. 
It must have the elastic 
fciithcr tips and bo longer thau 
it 
is wido, and if it closely imitates tho 
birds it must have from one to three 
jiouuds weight for each square foot t)f 
surface. 
He constructed floating plans 
whicli, for laclc of a better name, he has 
termed clligics. 
Tliey Avould draw into 
the broezo from tlie hand and simulate 
the soaring birds perfectly, moving on 
horizontal lines, or on any inclination 
to a vertical. 
Motionless wnig flight! 
That was the solution of the problem. 
His most successful "elligy" was a ma- 
chine with a balance arm, rotating in 
a horizontal i)laue, like a children's 
merry-go-round or Flying Dutchman. 
This remained floating in calm air for 
three days, but a wind stopped it, un- 
like the birds, whitili soar against the 
wind. 
The arms of this machine were 
very long, iiinoty-four feet across, ex- 
toniling out eueh sidt; from a horizontal 
broad plane 21 by lii feet. 
The long, 
rotating 
arms 
were 
to imitate tho 
wide circles, lUO feet across, in which 
the birds move around. 
lie says the 
frigate birds can be seen any calm day 
over tlie lower Florida coasts going 
around imd around in tluiir interminable 
circles, on lixed wings the wljolo day 
long. 
Tlien a ¡»lane of tlie weight and 
dimensions and position of a frigato 
bird ought to move iu the same maTiner 
if similarly i»laced. 
Thus far has tho 
invention proceeded. 
Can a macliino 
bo made which will also soar in a wind? 
'J^he question is open.
